LEARN WITH YOGI 


BE PROUD OF YOUR BADGE! 


VERYONE can be proud of wearing a 
badge, for it shows that he belongs 
to some group which is glad to think 

of him as a friend. 

A badge is probably the oldest emblem 
there has ever been. Long before human 
beings learned to read and write, and, as 
some wise men think, even before they 
knew how to talk and give each other 
names, they wore badges. 

In this way anyone could know who was 


a friend and who was a stranger, and, | 


perhaps, an enemy. In the days when 
people lived in caves and could not make 
things out of metal, they painted the badge 
on their skin. It was just a simple design, 
but different from that used by other 
groups of people. 

When you see pictures of savage people 
with lines and circles on their faces, these 
are really badges, and not there just to 
make the men look fierce, or the women 
and children pretty. They show that all 
are members of the same tribe. 

As soon as men were clever enough to 
work in metal, they made beautiful badges, 
usually showing an animal, bird or flower. 
The English rose and the Scottish thistle 
are badges. When people wearing -the 
same badges quarrelled, they just chose a 
different colour. At school you will learn 
of the Wars of the Roses, when the people 
of Lancashire went to war with the people 
of Yorkshire, one side wearing badges 
made ‘as white roses and the other side 
wearing badges of red roses. 

Many men wear a badge. Sometimes it 
is a little ornament worn in the coat lapel, 
but it can also be the coloured stripes or 
pattern of a tie. There are several organisa- 
tions for females such as the W.R.V.S. 
and Nursing Services which also have dis- 
tinctive badges. These are often made into 
brooches to wear with ordinary clothes.

BOY SCOUTS’ NATIONAL BADGES 


The boy scouts, girl guides, cubs and 
brownies all have badges, not only to show 
their pack or group, but also to prove that 
members have passed various tests. They 
are just the same as used by our far-off 
ancestors who couldn’t read. There are no 
words, but just a picture which tells 
everyone, no matter what language they 
speak, what the badge is for. 


Perhaps you know some older boys and 
girls who have travelled about Britain 
and in foreign countries. To prove it, they 
stitch badges on the sleeves of their 
anoraks. They can be very interesting 
mementoes of happy holidays. The badges 
sold in holiday resorts to stick on the 
windows of cars are just the same. 


It’s fun to invent your own badge to be 
worn by your friends and yourself if you 
have formed a group. You must have a name 
and when you have one you must think of 
something which represents that name. 

Say you call your group the Tigers. Then 
you draw a tiger’s head, or cut one out from 
a magazine, and stick it on a circular piece 
of card about the size of a two-penny 
piece. This you can pin or stitch to your 
jersey or coat. If that’s too difficult you can 
call yourselves the Red Circle or any other 
colour, and wear a button of the same 
colour. 

An interesting hobby is collecting badges. 
For hundreds of years all the regiments 
of the world’s armies have worn badges. 
These can be bought quite cheaply if 
modern, though the very old ones are 
scarce and expensive. Many of these badges 
are very beautiful. In time you could have a 
valuable collection which will teach you 
Flot of history as you study what the regi- 
ment did, and why it chose a particular 
badge for its emblem.
